Long time Circuit Clerk Jim Ellis 
confirmed rumors which have been 
floating around the county for 
months Tuesday when he officially 
announced he is retiring, effective 
January 18th. Ellis has served as 
Circuit Clerk since January 1977. 
He served four-6 year terms, the 
last three of which he was elected 
to completely unopposed. He made 
his retirement official in a recent 
letter to the Administrative Office 
of Courts (AOC). 

“I plan to take some time for 
myself,” Ellis said Tuesday morn- 
ing. “I want to get in a lot of fishing 
and work on my golf handicap.” He 
added that even though he had no 
immediate plans other than relaxing 
a little, the farm and community 
activities would probably keep him 
pretty busy. If not, his wife Becky, 
who has not retired. will probably 
have some suggestions for him. 

Ellis said he had enjoyed his 
tenure in public office and 
expressed thanks to the people of 
Coffee County for allowing him to 
serve in the office for four terms 
“There are some great people in 
Coffee County, and | am probably 
going to miss being with people the 


most... am a people person,” he 
said as his eyes gazed off into 
space, 


Mr. Ellis joined the Coffee Coun- 
ty Judicial System in 1972, as a 
probation/judicial assistant with 
Inferior Court Judge Fleetwood 
Carnley, It was a pilot program, 
funded with a LEPA grant, 
designed to get the courts directly 
handling the probations, rather than 
going through DHR, known then as 
“the welfare office”. It was the first 
such program in Southeast Alaba 
ma, He was elected to the Circuit 
Clerk’s position in the fall elections 
of 1976 after then clerk Gladys 
Clark announced her pending 
retirement

Enforcement officer Wanda 
Edberg said the residents were 
arrested for their failure to sign up 
for the county's solid waste collec 
tion, In addition to the five arrest 
ed, there are seventy-five arrests 
pending for other county residents 
who have failed to participate in 
the solid waste collection program 

All residents of rural Coffee 
County should be aware that partic 
ipation in this program is mandato 


ry. State law, since 1993, requires

All households located outside 
the corporate limits of the cities

The Coffee County Commission 


held its first meeting of the year 


2000 on Monday and zipped 
through a relative short agenda in 
less than an hour. 

Consuming most of the meeting 
was the discussion of whether or 
not to change the road number of a 
section of now Co. Rd. 709 as 
requested by the Coffee Ganga 
Emergency Communications (E- 
911) Board (CCECB) in the 
December 13th commission meet- 
ing. 

A number of individuals who live 
on Co. Rd. 709 were present to 
voice their opposition to the 
change Homer Jackson, 
spokesman for the group told com- 
missioners, “I’ve lived in that com- 
munity for about sixteen years now, 
and since that time I’ve gone 
through three changes of address. 
Unless you've done that several 
times, you don’t know what a pain 
it gets to be - notifying all the peo- 
ple that you have to...1 just don't 
see the reason behind changing the 
highway number for about a quarter 
of mile or so.” 

Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
asked Charles Webb, chairman of 
the CCECB, to explain to the group 
why he felt it was necessary to 
make the change in the road num- 
ber of Co. Rd. 709 

Prior to his explanation, Webb

One was 
to make official the name of the 
engineering firm to handle the engi- 
neering services for the addition to 
the CDBG disaster recovery grant.

said, “When we designed the E-911 
system, we did so with the goal 
being to make every address in the 
county easy to locate. As we have 
refined the system, we find that 
there were some areas where we 
the people who have been working 
on this, feel some mistakes were 
made...probably this particular 
issue should have been caught ear- 
lier, but it wasn’t.” 

Webb told commissioners, and 
those present, the original problem 
is that Co. Rd. 709, which runs 
from Co. Rd. 708 across Al. Hwy 
167 and on to AL Hwy. 134/U.S. 
Hwy. 84, goes in and out of the 
Enterprise City Limits between AL 
Hwy, 167 and AL Hwy. 134 two 
different times. 

He explained this is a potential 
problem due to the fact that the por- 
tions of 709 that enter the Enter- 
prise City Limits become streets 
with names (in this case Three 
Notch Road) in lieu of county roads 
with numbers. Also, the numbering 
system used by Enterprise’s E-911 
in assigning addresses along these 
streets is different than the one used 
by the county. 

Webb said these two differences 
could cause a delay in emergency 
responders reaching an individual 
making an E-911 call, 

His initial recommendation was 
to change the portion of Co, Rd 
709 between 708 and AL Hwy. 167 
to Co. Rd, 746, and let Co, Rd. 709 
originate from AL Hwy. 
134/U.S.Hwy. 84; however, he 
agreed with a recommendation 
from Commissioner Dalrymple and 
County Engineer Randy Tindell, 
who have both looked at the situa- 
tion, that it might be better to let the 
portion of 709 between Co, Rd. 708 
and AL Hwy. 167 remain as is and 
change the portion of 709 between 
AL Hwy. 167 and AL Hwy. 
134/U.S. Hwy 84 to Co. Rd. 746, 

“I certainly don’t have any prob- 
lem with what the road number is, 
but the residents on it have got a 
problem and that is the reason | 
asked for this explanation why it 
needed changing,” said Commis- 
sioner Dalrymple, “If they want it 
changed, I'll certainly vote for ic to 
be changed.” 

After several minutes of discus 
sion with severe! opinions being 
offered as to what should or should 
not be done, it was determined that

Councilman Ronnie Hammond 
addressed the council on the instal- 
lation of the drain pipes on Martin 
L. King Drive (MLK) and a 
drainage problem on Myrtle Street. 

Morrow told him the city 1s wait- 
ing for the gas company to relocate 
a gas line before proceeding with 
the pipe installation on MLK. He 
added that the gas company was 
trying to time the work because cut- 
ting the line will cut gas service to 
half of Elba. 

Addressing the Myrtle Street 
drainage problem, Morrow said, 
“dirt is useless, we have been await- 
ing the reopening of the asphalt 
plant and getting either hot or cold 
mix to address that problem.”

rhe weather during the past year must have been very good fot 
wildlife, A number of hunters have reported killing deer in the 
excess of 200 pounds and that is good weights for deer in Coffee 
County, It means the food was plentiful, and the woods are not over 
stocked, The ones we have seen crossing the roads have appeared 
to be nice and fat, accounting for the 225+ specimens being killed 
by local hunters 


Monday afternoon we finally managed to get a phone call through 
to the Atlanta postal officer in charge of the proposed new Elba 
post office. The official notice wasn't posted in the local post office 
until January 6th, due to some sort of mix up. Area residents have 
thirty days from the date it was posted to register comments on the 
proposed location of the new postal facility, He explained the post 
office policy is to record all opposition, and if it is a significant 
amount, with addressable concerns, they will revisit the issue with 
city officials and consider selecting another site and start the 
process all over. We are receiving some verbal complaints on the 
matter, but apparently there have been only about three citizens 
who expressed their concerns to Atlanta. Frankly, the strongest 
complaint being received in this office is not on the actual location, 
but on the fact the property is being purchased from a city official 
City Councilman John W, Sharpless offered his property, as he is 
building anew home on Highland Drive, While there is no problem 
from the post office viewpoint, there is a state law against city offi- 

cials selling property to the city, and the City of Elba plans to own 
the post office building. Mayor James Grimes said he discussed this 
with attorneys from the League of Municipalities before the proper 

ty was officially offered to postal authorities. The plan devised was 
for Sharpless to sell the lot to a third party, which would then sell it 
to the city, The complaints being received, and we understand being 
voiced to the Alabama Ethics Commission, are on the legality (or 
morality) of this procedure. Postal authorities said they were not 
involved with this, as they were only proposing to lease a facility 
from the city on a site approved by their real estate location office. 
and it would be up to the city to do its part legally. 


Either of two things could make the above argument mute and 
unquestionable by anyone. First and most obvious would be for the 
post office department to select another site (which would be after 
the 30 day comment period). Second would be for the city to bow 
out and a private party build and lease the facility to the post office. 
A private party deal would be more costly to the post office and 
therefore is not their first choice, but is regularly done. Such a deal 
would not have a smidgen of any legal questions attached. 


We are not taking a position on the issue here, but have pointed out 
to city fathers and postal officials the public perception of someone 
skirting the spirit of the law. While all concerned assure us there is 
no effort to break the law nor give anyone unfair advantage, some 
have privately acknowledged it may be hard to convince the gener- 
al public of their good intentions. 


The Reverend Jesse Jackson has gotten involved in a public school 
“zero tolerance” case which has drawn national attention and is 
now in court. A group of students (about 6) got into a fight at a high 
school football game. A video of the scene, with the fight in 
progress, has been shown repeatedly on national TV. While Jackson 
thinks the students were wronged in their suspension, we support 
the policy. It doesn’t take a genius to understand rules of behavior, 
and these young men have had the same exposure to those rules as 
anyone else. It doesn’t matter if they are black, white, brown or are 
my children, wrong is wrong and participating in a running fight 
into the seats full of spectators is wrong. We must maintain order if 
our wonderful society is to survive, and it must be honored by all 
people enjoying that wonderful society.

Outdoors with Ben

Hypothermia 
Prevention 


Even though the weather has 
been unseasonably warm for this 
time of year, it can make a drastic 
change in a matter of a few hours. 
Every year several sportsmen die 
because of hypothermia. Hunters 
and other cold weather outdoors- 
man should educate themselves on 
preventing hypothermia and 
become familiar with applicable 
first aid. Hypothermia is a condi- 
tion in which the temperature of the 
human body falls below the normal 
level of 98.6 at a faster rate than it 
can be replaced resulting in a low- 
ering of a person’s internal body 
temperature, It is often brought on 
by wet conditions such as rain, 
snow, sleet and even sweating. 

More duck hunters probably fall 
victim to hypothermia this time of 
year in Alabama than any other 
group of sportsmen, A long boat 
ride to a blind or hunting area in 
predawn temperatures can bring on 
mild hypothermia alone, But the 
real problem arises when a sports- 
men is involved in a boating acci- 
dent or looses his footing while 
wading and is submerged, 

Deer and small game hunters are 
not immune from this silent killer 
either. There have been cases 
Where hunters fell from tree stands 
and were rendered unconscious or 
partially paralyzed, The fall may 
have been survivable, but death 
was caused by exposure to low 
temperaturesfor an extended peri- 
od, 

Even though hypothermia is a 
killer, there are things one can do to 
survive. If you are involved in a 
boating accident and two or more 
people are in the water, the huddle 
system should be used. According 
to survival experts, wrapping arms 
around each other and staying as

close as possible can improve your 


survival time by 50 percent. Stay 
with the boat if at all possible, and 
keep your clothes on, They offer 
some insulation even when wet. 
One should get as much of his body 
out of the water as possible. Get on 
or partially on an ice chest, cooler 
or boat. You will lose the most heat 
out of your neck and head area so it 
is important to keep them out of the 
water as much as possible. 

If you take a spill while wearing 
Waders don’t panic. Bend your 
knees and raise your feet to trap air 
in the waders. Lie back in the 
water and use the back~- stroke if 
you must swim, Hip boots can also 
be used for floatation, Turn on 
your stomach and bend your knees 
This will trap air in the lower part 
of the boots, Dog paddle if you 
must swim, 

If you or a companion began to 
Shiver, lose control of arms and 
legs, stumble or seems confused, 
you could be suffering from 
hypothermia. The first thing to do 
is to stop the heat loss and regain 
lost body heat. 

If you are wet use any type shel 
ter you can find to get out of the 
wind, Take off your inner layer of 
clothes and put back on the outer 
layer, Build a fire and dry the inner 
layer, take the outer layer off, put 
on the inner layer and dry the outer 
layer. If a companion is suffering 
from severe hypothermia, remove 
their clothes and put them in a good 
sleeping bag. Someone should get 
in the bag with them to generate 
heat until medical help can arrive 
or they can be transported. Always 
seek professional medical help 
immediately when dealing with a 
hypothermia victim

So you've decided to have a 
Spring garden, eh? Well, let's take a 
dook and see where you're going to 
put that jewel 

There are a few things to consid- 

er before just walking out to an 
empty spot in the backyard and start 
digging half way to China. So. take 
your time and do the job right. Then 
you won't be so unhappy with your 
site selection later on 
- First, check out your site options 
“it different times of the day as the 
Sun moves across the sky. What 
you want is a spot which is in full 
sunlight most of the day. Vegeta- 
ples like at least six to eight hours 
pf full sunlight. 
. Next, to save some on hoofing it 
back to the fridge now and then for 
some iced tea, youll want to put 
uhat garden as close to the house as 
jpracticable. Please don’t get me in 
a squabble with the little lady (or 
husband). Just use some common 
sense on this. 

And remember that your vegeta- 
bles are going to get thirsty too. So, 
right at the beginning of this little 
project. determine where the closest 
outside water outlet is that you can 
use for watering. You don’t want to 
stretch expensive garden hose 
halfway across the county and you 
certainly don’t want to carry water 
to your garden in buckets. 

Next, pick out a piece of fertile 
ground that has good drainage. You 
don’t have to consult an engineer 
and figure runoff rates. Just eyeball 


your potential sites during the next 
heavy rain and see if there are any 
spots Where the water stands for a 
long time. 

Excessive water can drown your 
soil just like it can drown a person 
— it cuts off the oxygen supply 
down around the vegetabie roots 
and inhibits the intake of nutrients. 


Site Selection, add | 

Another consideration is the size 
of garden you want. I’ve just got 
One thing to say about that. Start 
small! You'll be amazed at how 
much can be grown in a 20x20 foot 
garden or smaller. And you won't 
give up on it so easily because it 
works you to death. 

You can’t satisfy all of these con- 
ditions, don’t despair. Their are 
alternatives to most any situation. 
Mrs. Eva Mooney in Elba proved 
that to me when she said she gar- 
dens “all around the house.” She 
doesn’t have just one big garden 
site, she has several small ones 
around her yard. Container garden- 
ing is another alternative which we 
can get into later. But for now, con- 
sider these points I’ve mentioned 
and just do the best you can with 
what you have. 

By all means have that garden, 
no matter what the conditions. And 
don’t let anything take the fun out 
of it for you. Good luck! 

TIP! Get out right now and fin- 
ish raking up all those winter 
leaves. Put them in a compost pile 
for later use. Prune dormant tree 
limbs. 


Harvesting timber and 


Income Tax 


Stan Windham 
County Extension Agent 


In Coffee County many fandown- 
ers are becoming more and more 
interested in harvesting trees on 
their land. Some of this is due to 
increased timber prices, CRP trees 
that have matured, and just a new 

awareness as to the benefits of 
managing the timber on their land. 
Many landowners with small wood- 
land holdings are often unaware of 
certain provisions in federal tax 
laws that can effect their tax bill. 
This is 

because most small woodland 
owners make infrequent timber 
sales and don’t keep up with 
changes in tax laws. 

One thing that you can do once 
you decide to cut timber is to make 
a visit to your accountant who can 
help you to determine your possible 
tax responsibility. For example, if 
you harvest timber and you receive 
$50,000.00 for it, it can take up to 
half of it to regenerate the forest, 
pay various debts, and pay your 
taxes. 

You might ask how the accoun- 
tant will know about your tax with- 
out the timber being sold. Before 
you cut, have the timber cruised by 
a professional who can give you a 
good estimate as to what your tim- 
ber is 

worth. You can then take this 
figure to your accountant who will 
help you determine possible taxes 
on this money. 

Landowners who are considering 
future sales of timber should always 
consult a qualified tax consultant. 
Landowners should also consult 


along with the timber cutting. 

This can be important if you feel 
your heirs will have to pay inheri- 
tance tax.To help pay those taxes it 
may be better if the timber is sold 
by them rather than by you.. Inher- 
itance tax experts can help you 
determine the best time to sell the 
timber as it 

relates to inheritance taxes and 
your overall estate planning. When 
selling timber, most of the things 
you must do relating to taxes are 
easy and are not a problem. It is 
simply one area that you need to 
cover before you sell your timber. 
Let me suggest the following 
schedule of events that may help 
you as it relates to taxes and timber. 

1. Get a qualified cruise of the 
timber 

2. Consider how you will mar- 
ket the timber and handle the sale 
of the timber. You may want to use 
a forestry consultant or handle all 
the details yourself, but line this up 
prior to issuing notice that you are 
going to sel] the timber. 

3. Do not send out notices to 
just a few people. Send notices to a 
large area of timber buyers. You 
never know who is going to give 
you the best price. 

4. Contact your tax consultant 
and talk over the tax situation relat- 
ing to inheritance, estate planning, 
and what you will have to pay upon 
sale of timber.

Elba School System facing financial deficit

The Elba City School Board last 
Thursday evening ( January 13) had 
board members hearing projections 
of dire needs for additional funding 
if the system is to complete the year 
without a financial deficit. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
reminded the board that the system 
had borrowed $50,000 at the begin- 
ning of the school year and was 
probably going to need more before 
the year is over. He pointed out 
state mandates for pay raises, with- 
out the funding to pay the bill and 
local sales tax revenues not coming 
up to projected amounts, even 
though they are above revenues for 
the past year. 

Last year the school borrowed 
funds to begin the year, but repaid 
the bank as state education funds 
arrived during the school year. 

While the most recent check 


from county ad valorm taxes 
($154,000) was the largest ever one 
lime payment, the annual total is 
not guaranteed to be over projec- 
tions. 

The Child Nutrition Program 
(lunchrooms) showed a steady 
financial balance, varying only a 
few dollars from the previous 
month. 

The board formally accepted the 
resignation of Basketball Coach 
Marlon Johnston. They named 
Johnny Dunn to handle the basket- 
ball coaching duties for the 
reminder of the season and Princi- 
pal Danny Weeks will teach the 
Driver Education classes for the 
second semester. The filling of the 
jobs internally was done after offi- 
cially declaring an emergency to 
comply with a recent federal court 
consent order. Under the consent 
decree, it would be illegal to hire 
either of the two for the positions 


Selection of Elba Post Office 
location back to square one

Mayor James Grimes said Tues- 
day that Kerry Pfrimmer of the US 
Post Office Department Atlanta 
office told him by telephone on Fri- 
day, January 14th, that they were 
going to revisit the decision on the 
location of the new Elba post office 
with the intent of finding alternate 
site, Postal officials also indicated 
they were mailing response letters 
that day to Elba citizens who had 
sent written comments on the deci- 
sion, 

Grimes said that at this point he 
told Mr. Pfrimmer that it would be 
in the best interest of all concerned 
if the City of Elba was not closely 


involved with the site selection, and 
was not the owner of the facility. 
Phrimmer agreed that the post 
office will do the site selection and 
pursue the building construction 
and lease through private enter- 
prise. 

The mayor said that Mr. Pfrim- 
mer indicated the post office will 
advertise in the local newspaper 
within the next few weeks for any- 
one interested in building the post 
office within the City of Elba. 

The post office will consider all 
sites submitted and consider pro- 
posals to construct a building of 
their design and lease to the the 
post office department at an agreed 
upon rate.

The first meeting of the Coffee 
County Board of Education in the 
new year looked like it might be 
“quick and easy,” however that was 
not to be the case last Thursday 
evening. 

Board members moved. through 
the first 10 items of a fourteen-item 
agenda rather quickly - less than 
thirty minutes - but then they went 
into an executive session mode, and 
that is when things slowed down. 
They met behind closed doors for 
just over an hour and a half before 
reopening the meeting to members 
of the media and other attendees. 

No official action was taken after 
the board came out of executive ses- 
sion, and no reason was given for 
the closed-door session. According 
to the state’s open meeting law, 
executive sessions can only be held

Skinner in Selma Alabama and has 
been in operation since 1932, The 
stores have been successful in the 
past selling merchandise and col- 
lecting payments door to door from 
route trucks, primarily in rural 
areas, This practice has become less 
profitable through the years, and 
the Company has decided to change 
with the times. 

In the last five years, the Compa- 
ny has had several extraordinary 
challenges to deal with, beginning 
with the death of O, G. Skinner in 
1994, followed by the splitting up 
of the company, defending litiga- 
tion over the sale of credit insur- 
ance in Alabama (which precipitat- 
ed the filing of bankruptey), and 
then a reorganization of the stores 


operations, 

There are no plans of another 
bankruptcy filing, and all creditors 
and vendors will be paid timely and 
in full, 

In closing of the stores, Skinneys 
will substantially reduce their out- 
standing indebtedness, and reinvest 
proceeds from the sale of assets 
into the remodeling of the new 
stores and an upgrade of the quality 
of merchandise, which will be sold 
al competitive prices.

The flu bug has not yet gotten its 
grip on our immediate area; howey- 
er, the few who have had their bout 
with this “bad boy” may not agree 
with that assessment, 

In checking with the local hospi- 
tal, Mrs. Ellen Briley, administrator 
of Elba General Hospital and Nurs- 
ing Home, said although the hospi- 
tal has been relatively full during 
the last few days it has not all been 
flu related. 

“Most of the individuals who 
have been in the hospital were suf- 
fering from upper respiratory infec- 
tion, flu-like symptoms, pneumo- 
nia, or sinusitis,” Briley said, “We 
have had very few if any patients 
with the flu or influenza. 

“We have had three weeks of 
high census in the hospital with 
these admissions but it seems there 
is, at least for the present time, a 
decrease in some admissions of 
upper respiratory illness.” 

Influenza (flu) is an airborne, res- 
piratory virus spread through

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to meet during school hours as other 
clubs are allowed to do.”

coughing or sneezing. It starts sud- 
denly with an individual having 
chills, fever, malaise, joint and 
muscle aches, high fever of about 
102 to 103 degrees for adults. 
There is usually chest pain or a 
burning sensation and a non-pro- 
ductive cough, There is not much 
vomiting associated with the flu. 

The “bug” as it is called, usually 
appears each year during Christmas 
time and stays around until early 
March, 

“A good indicator for when the 
flu has really hit is absenteeism in 
the local schools,” said Mrs. Briley. 
“When you begin seeing high num- 
bers on the absentee list, the flu has 
arrived,” 

In checking with the local 
schools, officials have indicated 
that so far the absenteeism has only 
been slightly higher than usual, 

Precautions are being taken at the 
Elba Nursing Home to protect the 
residents against this dreaded virus. 
Relatives and friends of residents 
are being asked to keep their visits 
to a minimum and to report to the 
nurse’s stations for any special 
instructions before visiting that love 
one or friend, This is being done to 
protect the elderly since they seem 
to fare far worse than others from 
this dreaded virus. In some 
instances it can even cause death, 

“Our nursing home has had no 
reports of influenza and we contin- 
ue with the restrictive visitor policy 


except for immediate family,” said 
the administrator. “And, at NO 
TIME has the nursing home been 
under quarantine as has been 
reported by some area media.” 

The influenza viruses are usually 
spread by infected persons sneezing 
and coughing, spraying droplets 
into the air. Anyone who is sneez- 
ing or coughing should cover their 
nose and mouth with a handker- 
chief. Medical experts say that the 
frequent washing of one’s hands 
will reduce the spread of the virus 
but it does not eliminate the risk. 

Based on information from the 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, persons over the age of 55, 
residents of nursing homes, adults 
and children who have constant dis- 
orders including asthma, diabetes, 
or suffer from heart and lung dis- 
ease are in the high risk category 
for contracting influenza, 

The Coffee County Health 
Department has administered move 
than 1,700 flu vaccine shots and’ 
have almost depleted their supply. 
There was a $5 fee for those per- 
sons not on Medicare. Persons who 
have not gotten a flu shot and have 
not gotten the flu can still take the 
shot if the vaccine is available to 
them, It takes approximately two 
weeks for the vaccine to be effec- 
tive, and it will not give you the flu 
as some persons have been led to 
believe.
